1. The BPAI Decision rendered on 10/31/201 1 has been received and considered. Claims 1- 

2, 4-7, 9-14, 16, 18-19, 30-38 and 42-46 are pending in the application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-7, 9-14, 16, 18-19, 30-38 and 42-46 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
teaches a mobile computer comprising two display areas on the same display for displaying data 
originating from a PID and data original from the mobile computer. The claims are allowed in 
view of the Decision on Appeal rendered by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interference on 
10/31/2011.
